ASHINGTON, March 3.—Five 

thousand women, marching in 

the woman suffrage pageant to- 
day, virtually fought their way foot 
by feot up Pennsylvania avenue 
through «a surging mob that complete- 
ly defied the Washington police, 
swamped the mafchers, and broke 
their procession into little companies. 
The women, trudging stoutly along 
under great difficiities, were able to 
complete their march only when 
troops of cavalry from Ft. Myer were 
rushed into Washington to take 
charge of Pennsylvania avenue. No 


scenes which in many instances 
amounted to nothing less than riots. 
INDIGNATION MEETING. 
Later in Continental Hall, the 
women turned what was to have been 
a suffrage demonstration into an in- 
dignation meeting in which the 
Washington police were roundly de- 
nounced for their tnactivity and. rés- 
olutions were adopted calling upon 
President-e'ect and the in- 
coming Congress te make an inves- 
tigation and locate the responsibility 
for the indignities the marchers suf- 
fered.

delegation of Merced and Mariposa 
county citizens today appeared before 
the State Highway Commission and 
asked for the survey of a thirty-eight- 
mile lateral road between the cities 
of Mariposa and Merced to connect 
the former city with the main trunk 
of the State highway system. 

The route of the lateral as sug- 
gested by the delegation was from «a 
point beginning at Merced easterly to 
Mariposa via Bernada and Cathay. As- 
surance was given that both countics 
would provide the Highway Commis- 
sion with rights of way and build all 
bridges. The proposed lateral would 
place Mariposa in direct connection to 
the main highway artery of the State 
and be of great value to farmers of 
the section. The matter was taken 
under advisement. 

The petition of E! Dorado citizens to 
have the State highway.routed over 
the Green Valley road between Fol- 
som and Placerville instead of by way 
of Clarkesville as already surveyed in 
detail, was also considered by the com- 


mission. 

The Green Valley road is being 
urged because of its scenic beauty and 
historic interest and because it is 
shorter. Sacramento and Folsom citi- 
zens have also expressed a desire to 
have the Clarksville survey aban- 
doned.
